BLOCKADE OF OTTOMAN RED SEA COAST. 


It is announced in the “ London Gazette” of 23rd January that 
H.M. Embassy at Rome report that the Italian Government have 
notified the establishment of a blockade, from 22nd January, by 
Italian ships of war, of the Ottoman Red Sea Coast ketween latitude 
15° 11’ and latitude 14° 30’ from Rasisa, North of Hodeidah, to 
Rasgoulaifac to the South.

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INCOME TAX LEVIED ON COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS 
VISITING QUEENSLAND. 


According to information which has been received from H.M. 
Trade Commissioner in Australia (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes), it 
appears that income tax is leviable on profits on all goods sold and 
shipped to Queensland when such sale results “ from the representations” 
made by a travelling agent who visits the State on behalf of a 
principal, whether the principal carries on business in other parts of 
Australia or Oversea, and whether the order was taken by the Agent 
or was sent to the principal through other channels. If the profit 
assessable cannot, in the opinion of the Income Tax Commissioner, be 
otherwise satisfactorily determined, it may be assessed at 5 per cent. of 
the net amount for which the goods have been sold or disposed of. 
The tax leviable is 5 per cent. on that 5 per cent., and in every case 
the amount assessable is deemed to be the income derived by the 
Agent. The traveller or agent can only be held liable when he is 
actually within the jurisdiction of the Queensland Courts, in other 
words, only when he visits or is within the borders of the State. 

It also appears that before a sale becomes assessable the traveller 
or agent must have actually called upon the house giving the order, 


and that correspondence does not bring the sale within the Act.

ESTIMATED GRAIN AND COTTON CROPS IN CERTAIN 
COUNTRIES. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 17-18 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 4th January, it may be noted that the Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries have received the following telegram from 
the International Agricultural Institute :— 

The estimates issued last month relating to crops in the Southern 
Hemisphere are confirmed. 

The area of Winter wheat, expressed as a percentage of last year’s 
acreage, is in Belgium 104, Spain 95, France 112, Canada 97, the 
United States 98-7, and British India 99. The germination of the 
winter cereal crops is regular and weather conditions for them 
favourable. 

The production of cleaned cotton is as follows in thousands of 
ewts.:—United States 63,568, Mexico 683, British India 11,075, 
and Egypt 5,628. For these countries the total production of cleaned 
eotton is 81 million cwts. or 15°8 per cent. above last year. 
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REPORTS ON RUBBER AND GUTTA PERCHA, 
Oil from Par& Rubber Seeds. 


The fourth of the series of selected reports from the Scientific and 
Technical Department of the Imperial Institute, which has just been 
issued (Colonial Office, Miscellaneous Series, No. 82), consists of a 
selection of reports on rubber and gutta percha. ‘These relate chiefly 
to the composition and quality of the rubber furnished by well-known 
rubber producing trees, such as Hevea brasiliensis, grown in different 
countries and under different climatic conditions and prepared in 
different ways, as well as to rubber furnished by a number of other 
trees and plants which are less well-known, but many of which may 
prove of value in those countries in which the cultivation of Hevea 
and other important rubber producers is not possible. 

An appendix contains a report on the investigations conducted at 
the Imperial Institute into the value of the seeds of the Pard rubber 
tree as a source of oil. The kernel of the seed contains nearly half 
its weight in oil closely resembling linseed oil in composition and 
properties, and suitable as a substitute for the latter.:

COUNTERFEITING METHODS IN UNITED STATES 
LEATHER INDUSTRY. 


H.M. Consul at Philadelphia (Mr. W. Powell) has furnished: the 
following particulars of counterfeiting methods used in the leather 
industry in the United States :— 

The United States Bureau of Chemistry has recently been investi- 
gating various methods employed in the leather industry. It is 
estimated by the official experts that at least half, probably more 
than half, of all leather that comes into the market in the shape of 
boots, shoes, harness, bookbindings, &c. is a counterfeit of what it 
purports to be. A bull’s hide is split into half-a-dozen thicknesses, 
these being used to counterfeit various kinds of leather, such as kid 
and crocodile skin. In the shoe trade, leather known as “ Box Calf” 
is made of this split hide, and is largely employed for making 
boots and shoes of the cheaper grades. Pigskin is also imitated in 
the split leather; it is possible to buy false pigskin leggings at 
from 12s. to 16s. a pair. The Jeather is stamped by a special 
machinery which gives it the apparent grain of pigskin. Indeed, the 
little holes from which the bristles have been removed are counter- 
feited ; the imitation may be detected, however, from the fact that 
the holes are not to be found inside the leggings. The use of stamp- 
ing machinery has enabled the manufacturer to counterfeit with great 
accuracy almost any kind of leather, especially when the split bull’s 
hide is used. A very large proportion of the “ crocodile.skin ” bags 
are of this material. Cordovan leather is least liable to imitation 
owing to the difficulty of reproducing its appearance. 

With regard to the adulterants used on leather, the chief among these 
is glucose obtained from corn starch, employed to increase the weight.

Counterfeiting Methods in United States Leather Industry. 





This glacose is sometimes brushed on the leather or added to the leather 
in a revolving drum. A frequent adulterant is Epsom salts, which is 
stated to clear the grain and render the material -brighter in colour. 
The treatment, however, is very harmful, destroying, as also does 
treatment with glucose, the waterproof quality of the leather. The 
weight of leather may be increased by the application of Epsom salts 
as much as 12 per cent. 

An even worse method of treating leather is to put in an excess of 
tanning material, comprising tannin and the related compounds of 
sugar and organic acids. This will often increase the weight of the 
leather by as much as 20 per cent. The leather is at first fairly 
watertight, but constant use soon washes out the superfluous tannin, 
and the material, which by the treatment is rendered harder and 
stiffer, is likely to crack and break in the creasas. 

What is called sophistication is the common practice of bleaching 
the leather by means of alkalies and sulphuric acid. If, as very often is 
the case, some of the free sulphuric acid remains in the leather, it has 
the effect of burning the tissue and causing its disintegration, so that 
it breaks easily. ‘I'he acid also makes the material harsh and brittle, 
sometimes softening the surface, which is easily rubbed off. Alkalies 
also render the substance of the leather hard, and easily cracked and 
broken. ‘The object of this bleaching is of course to improve the 
appearance of the leather, which, as it comes from the tan-yards, is 
apt to be dark and often blotchy in appearance. 

A frequent practice of boot manufacturers in the United States 
is to put the leather on an emery-wheel, thus scratching off all the 
grain or outside surface, in order to render the leather more attractive 
in appearance. 

Large quantities of paper are used in the manufacture of boots and 
shoes of the cheaper grades, which are given an outer cover of a 
mixture of leather scraps and pulp paper moulded into the required 
shape. This mixture is treated with oil, rubber and glycerine, the 
last named ingredient serving to soften it, whilst the others tend 
to make it waterproof for a certain time. 

There appears to be no law in the United States which can prevent 
the adulterations and manipulations carried on in the leather trade. 
The Bureau of Chemistry, however, is working to acquire a knowledge 
that will bring about a more intimate appreciation of the fundamental 
principles of leather making. It is endeavouring to find out how to 
obtain a greater percentage of tannin from the tan bark, and to 
discover and explain to leather workers the action of bacteria 
of the various kinds used in the manufacture of leather. No exact 
knowledge on these matters has hitherto been attained. 

With the growing scarcity of leather, there is much need of a 
substitute, but no satisfactory one appears to have been produced. 
Some imitation leather fabrics have been applied to the manufacture 
of valises and portmanteaux and handbags of the cheaper kinds. 
Most of these fabrics are produced by the use of sulphurated linseed 
or other oils, sometimes with an admixture of a solution of rubber, 
applied to canvas or cotton cloth; and they are not suitable for 
footwear. (C. 10,157.) 
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IMPORT DUTIES IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


Attention is directed to the Return just published under the title of 
‘Foreign Import Duties, 1911,” Cd. 5,754, price 4s. 6d., which 
contains information relating to the rates of import duty levied in all 
European countries (except Montenegro), the United States, China, 
Japan, Egypt, Persia, Mexico, and Argentina, on the principal articles 
the produce or manufacture of the United Kingdom. 

The present Return brings up to date the particulars as to the rates 
of import duty (with their English equivalents) levied in the various 
countries mentioned above, given in the previous return (“ Foreign 
Import Duties, 1910,” Cd. 5,297). 

The rates shown embrace the latest tariff changes notified to the 
Board of Trade up to the date of the preparation of the Return 
(December, 1911). 

With regard to Spain, it should be mentioned that since the Return 
has been in the press a revised Customs Tariff for that country has 
been promulgated by Royal Decree. Persons desiring information 
as to the rates of Customs duty leviable in Spain should consequently 
refer to the translation of the new Tariff which has just been pub- 
lished by the Board of Trade as a Parliamentary Return—see the notice 
at page 183 of the present issue of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal.” 

The Return also gives some information, in the case of goods 
dutiable by weight, as to whether duty is levied on the gross or on 
the net weight, and in the latter event, as to the tare allowances made 
where actual weighing of the unpacked goods is not resorted to. 
Articles dutiable on the gross weight of the merchandise are indicated 
in the Return by the addition of the letter g to the unit of weight in 
the columns showing the rates of duty and English equivalents, while 
such further information as is available respecting the weight on 
which duty is levied in the various countries is summarised in 
Appendix I. 

In Turkey and Egypt duties are levied ad valorem on practically 
all imported merchandise ; and ad valorem duties figure largely in the 
Customs Tariffs of the Netherlands, Belgium, the United States of 
America, Japan, China and Persia. Information is given in Ap- 
pendix II. as to the values which serve as the basis for assessing ad 
valorem duties on goods imported into the countries mentioned. 

The Return is arranged with the object of bringing together the 
tariff classification and rates of duty for each principal group of 
articles, the information being shown for each foreign country under 
the following heads:—Yarns of cotton, linen, hemp, jute, silk 
and wool; woven and other manufactures of the same materials; 
metals and metal manufactures (iron and steel, copper and brass, 
lead, tin and zinc, as well as wares of gold and silver), including 
machinery and cutlery; earthenware and porcelain; glass and 
glassware ; hides, skins and leather, and manufactures thereof; india- 
rubber and gutta-percha, and manufactures thereof; paper, books 
and stationery ; paints, colours and varnishes; dyeing and tanning 
materials ; various oils, fats and resins ; earths, stones, minerals, &c. 
(including fireclay, coal, cement, and roofing slates) ; chemicals; the 
principal articles of food and drink ; and a number of miscellaneous 
groups of articles—e.g., arms, clocks and watches, carriages, cordage, 
cycles, furniture, matches, perfumery, tobacco, umbrellas, &c. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 
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73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., is prepared, as far as possible, to 
furnish information in reply to applications from British traders with 
regard to the rates of import duty levied on any articles not included 
in the Return. 


NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF FOR SPAIN. 


With reference to the notice at pp. 26-27 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” for the 4th January, the Board of Trade desire to draw 
attention to a Parliamentary Return, which has just been published, 
containing a translation of the revised Customs Tariff for Spain, 
which came into force on the Ist January, with a comparison of the 
former and new rates of duty. 

The rates of duty quoted in the Return are those of the 
“second column,” 1.e., the “minimum” rates—these being applicable 
to products and manufactures of the United Kingdom.* In the case 
of certain articles specified in the Spanish Conventions of 1892 with 
the Netherlands, of 1904 with Norway, and of 1906 with Switzerland 
(all of which are still in operation), rates lower than those of the 
“second column” of the new Tariff have been established, and cannot 
be increased while the Conventions referred to remain in force. These 
‘‘ conventional ” rates, which are in all cases indicated in the Return 
(the tariff headings to which they relate being printed in heavy type), 
are applicable to imports into Spain from the United Kingdom 
equally with imports from the Netherlands, Norway, and Switzerland. 

A comparison of the new rates of duty with those leviable under 
the former Tariff shows that in the majority of cases the rates of duty 
and classification remain unchanged. The net effect of such altera- 
tions as have been made is on the whole favourable to British trade, 
the reductions being much more numerous and more important than 
the increases. These reductions include the duties on: cotton yarns, 
threads, and most cotton tissues; some woollen tissues (pure and 
mixed) and woollen trimmings; sewing and embroidering machines ; 
iron or steel wire ropes; tools; iron and steel plates, galvanised, 
polished, &c. ; paper and cardboard (various kinds); and certain silk 
tissues. The increases of duty include the duties on: hemp and linen 
yarns (Nos. 21 to 50); fireproof bricks, retorts and the like; glue; 
copper in bars; washed wool; and hides and skins, untanned, dried. 

In addition to the new Schedule of Import Duties, the Return 
includes the Schedules of Export Duties, of Entrepét Surtaxes leviable 
on certain products of extra-EKuropean origin transhipped in a 
European port, and of Monopoly Duties on imported manufactured 
tobacco. The provisions of the new Tariff relating to the classification 
of goods not specially mentioned in the Schedule of Import Duties, 
and to the dutiable weight of merchandise and the Customs treat- 
ment of packings and receptacles, are given in appendices.

YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


BRITISH EAST AFRICA: 


According to the report for the year ended 3lst March, 1911, by the 
Cotton Piece- Acting Chief of Customs of the British Hast 
Goods Trade Africa Protectorate, the value of the imports of 

‘cotton goods into the Protectorate in that year, as 
compared with 1909-10, increased by 24 per cent., viz., from £209,734 
to £261,141, while the quantity increased by 10 per cent. The 
advance is due to the growing liking among the native tribes in both 

British East Africa and Uganda for cotton clothing in place of goat 

skins. The imports of cotton goods have more than doubled in the 

last eight years. 

The share of the United Kingdom in the imports of cotton goods 
is 24 per cent., and of the Netherlands and the United States of 
America 20 per cent. each. The imports from the United Kingdom 
rose in value from £41,484 in 1909-10 to £62,672 in 1910-11, and 
those from the Netherlands from £32,647 to .£53,979: The latter 
increase is mainly due to the imports of printed “kangas,” a 
cloth used by native women. A large proportion of this is woven 
in Lancashire and exported to the Netherlands, where the printing 
is done by wooden rollers and hand blocks, which, as relatively 
small quantities only of each design are required, successfully 
compete with the metal rollers used in the Lancashire factories. 
Considerable ingenuity is displayed in making the designs. An 
attractive one which strikes the native fancy frequently brings 
a large profit to the original indentor, while a design which 
does not appeal to the natives or has become unfashionable will 
_ sometimes barely fetch the value of the cloth on which it is printed, 

and will then only be purchased by the very poorest classes, or by 
those who live in remote villages. The designs are copied from 

Oriental porcelain imported centuries ago, as well as from Arab 

carvings. floral designs are also much in vogue; they are supplied 

by Arabs of Zanzibar and Indians of Mombasa, who receive about 1s. 
each for appropriate ones.

RUSSIA. 


H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg report that the Exchange Com- 
Regulations for mittees of the following towns have taken 
Roars Conteel advantage of the power given them by the law 

of Grain for of 1910 to inspect all grain destined for export 
Bxpertation abroad, to test samples of this grain, and on each 
occasion to issue certificates as to its quantity 

and quality :—Berdiansk, Vladivostok, Nicolaiev, Odessa, Novo- 
rossisk, Mariupol, Kherson, Restov-on-Don, Taganrog, and Theo- 
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dosia. For the improvement of this organisation, the Ministry of 
Commerce has recently drawn up and forwarded to all Exchange 
Committees in ports uniform regulations, which it is proposed to 
enforce, for the supervision of grain destined for exportation, based 
on those in operation at Nicolaiev. 

As regards: certificates of cleanliness of grain exported, the 
Ministry of Commerce has communicated to the Exchange Com- 
mittees the resolution arrived at by the Fifth Session of delegates 
from T'rade Exchanges and Agricultural Organisations (the adoption 
of which, however, is optional), to the effect that the exportation 
should be disallowed of wheat and rye containing over 2 per cent., 
and of oats and barley containing over 3 per cent., of extraneous 
matter—husks, dirt, weeds. The loss arising from the unclean 
condition of Russian grain is stated by the “ Rossiya” to amount to 
15 per cent. of its value. (C. 7,683.)

RUSSIAN TURKESTAN. 


The “ Commercial and Industrial Gazette ” (St. Petersburg) announces 

that a meeting of the Cotton Committee was held 
Cotton Growing. in St. Petersburg on 11th January, to discuss 

plans for carrying out an extensive scheme of 
land irrigation for the purpose of growing cotton on a large scale in 
Turkestan. A keen desire was expressed to promote cotton cultiva- 
tion so that eventually Russia may be rendered virtually indepen- 
dent of raw cotton from other countries. It was stated that for 
the successful development of such a scheme it would be essential 
to place every facility in the way of companies or other bodies 
desirous of undertaking the irrigation of land in Turkestan, and not 
to thwart their efforts by imposing irksome conditions as has been 
the case with other industries. Reference was made to the large 
quantity of raw cotton imported. It is calculated that in Southern 
Asia one dessiatine will yield 20 pouds of cotton, and that, in order 
to grow sufficient for Russian requirements, it would be necessary to 
put some 500,000 dessiatines under cultivation. This does not, how- 
ever, constitute the limit of what might be done. It is possible to 
devote 2,000,000 dessiatines to cotton growing, and, reckoning the 
cost of irrigation at 200 roubles per dessiatine (about £7 16s, per 
acre), it will be seen that a capital of approximately 400,000,000 
roubles (about £42,000,000) would be required to carry out this 
gigantic enterprise. A serious item would be that cf finding the 
capital for a scheme of this kind, and the question of providing State 
guarantees would have to be carefully considered.

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GERMANY. 

H.M. Consul at Dantzig (Mr. A. Maclean) reports that, accord- 
Srey wale ing to an official account, the harvest in Hast 
Timber Paes Germany during 1911 was good, and the dry 
Na Sp ese weather was favourable to crops being gathered 

Y: in satisfactory condition. Produce brought to the 
market showed excellent qualities of wheat, rye, and especially of 
barley, which found a ready sale. There was, however, a scarcity.of 
export orders in the grain mills. The increase in the French import 
duty on wheat flour shut off that market, while the enormous rye 
crop in Russia in 1910 blocked the sale of German rye flour in 
Finland. 

The price of raw sugar advanced during 1911 in a sensational 
manner, owing to the drought in nearly all European beet producing 
districts. During the last months of 1911 unusual quantities of 
Russian sugar came in transit vid Neufahrwasser. Sugar refiners. 
report good business in both home and foreign markets, and the 
refineries were fully employed. 

Reports from the timber mills state that 1911 proved an unsatis- 
factory year. The supplies were very short, owing to the Russian 
rivers and canals being dried up and the rafts despatched being 
generally unable to get through the Vistula to Dantzig. Prices for 
logs ruled considerably higher, but it was more difficult to market 
sawn timber, (C. 646.) 





GERMAN EAST AFRICA. 

The ‘ Verhandlungen der Baumwollbau-Kommission des Kolonial- 
Wirtschaftlichen Komitees” of 27th November 
Cotton Growing. contains an article on cotton cultivation in German 
East Africa, from which it appears that the latest 
reports to hand estimate the 1910-11 crop at not less than 3,800 bales. 
It may be noted that 5,929 centners of cotton seeds were ordered 
from the Government Stations for delivery to natives for the 1911-12 
sowing season, compared with 3,115centners during the previous season. 
Of the above, 5,286 centners were “Egyptian native” seeds. The 
large plantations of course procure their supplies direct. Every effort 
is being made to secure seed of a good quality, and to promote this 
object the Cotton Committee have decided to erect a cotton seed 
testing works at Dar-es-Salaam, Furthermore, Herr Lenz has laid out. 
over 20,000 acres on the Upper Pangani for the purpose of carrying 
out experiments. Four classes of seeds are to be grown, and only 
part of the soil will be treated for irrigation. The Government 
intend to encourage the system, already successfully introduced by 
the Committee, of sending out travelling instructors, whose duty it is 
to equip the natives with knowledge in regard to cotton growing. 
The State subsidy to promote cotton growing in German East Africa 
will be increased this year by 70,000 marks (about £3,500), bringing 
the total subsidy for 1912 up to 180,000 marks (about £9,000),

flax and hemp. This grant is conformable to the 
law of 9th April, 1910, sanctioning a yearly expenditure not exceeding 
2,500,000 francs (£100,000) by way of bounties to flax and hemp 


growers who have under cultivation not less than eight ares.

ARGENTINA. 
H.M. Legation at Buenos Aires report as follows, under date 20th 
December, regarding the crop prospects in Argen- 
Crop Prospects. tina:— 

The very unusual prevalence of torrential rains 
during the last weeks have had a serious effect on the prospects of a 
“bumper” harvest. It appears that, owing to the rains, the quantity 
of wheat for export will probably not exceed three million tons, as 
against the original estimate of 44 millions. Further, “smut” is 
largely apparent, and this will reduce the value of the wheat. Much 
of the wheat growing land has since the destruction of the wheat 
been sown with maize, and the prospects of this are excellent. The 
quantity of maize will in all probability be much in excess of the 
average, and the quality is said to be most satisfactory. Linseed has 
suffered largely from the rains and high winds. Instead of the 
1,000,000 tons which were expected for export, it is said that not 

more than 600,000-—700,000 tons will now be available. 

An immense quantity of agricultural implements and machinery 
was purchased by agriculturists throughout the country when the 
prospects appeared most bright, and there may be difficulty in meet- 
ing payment for these, particularly after the last three years of bad 
harvests, if the sanguine hopes at first entertained are not realised. 

The pastoral prospects are still excellent. (1,674.)

| CANADA. 
‘The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) has 
furnished, under date 8th January, the following 
information, supplied by the retiring chairman of 
the Tanners’ Section of the Toronto Board of 
‘Trade [Chamber of Commerce], as to the Canadian tanning 
industry :— 

The tanning business does not yield profits commensurate with the 
large capital required, or as good as those of most other industries. 
The year 1911 opened with lower prices for hides, but during the 
year there were steady advances, and at present record prices prevail, 
the figures being some 3 or 4 cents. per lb. higher than a year ago. 
The quality of the hides at this season of the year has very much 
deteriorated. Prices of tanning materials also continue at a high 
level. Marked advances in the near future in the prices of all leather 
are imperative. | (1,892.)

H.M. Consul at Dantzig (Mr. A. Maclean) reports, under date 1dth 
Herring Trade at January, that, according to the local press, the total 
ga. tai : imports of herrings at that port in 1911 amounted 
‘Gite to 248,459 barrels, as compared with 277,170 
barrels in 1910. The unsold stock is small. As usual, business was 
-quiet between Christmas and the New Year, but since then it has 
become more brisk. The exports to Russia and Poland have been 
especially good. The principal trade at present is in Yarmouth 
herrings, as the stocks of Scottish, Dutch and German herrings are 
nearly cleared. The market is tending to become stronger, prices 
improving. ,

According to the “ Frankfurter Zeitung ” of 7th January, complaints 
Leather Trade et? general among the leather industries in 
in 1911 Germany in regard to the state of trade during 
; 1911. There were many disappointments, both as 
regards the volume of trade done and the profits obtained, although 
.at the beginning of the year there were signs that manufacturers were 
going to have a prosperous time. The boot and shoe industries, which 
constitute the largest consumers of leather, were quite active, and the 
good weather which prevailed during Easter and Whitsuntide further 
stimulated trade. This, however, was quite temporary. Probably no 
business has suffered so much as the leather trade, owing to the 
-extraordinary weather and the almost uninterrupted heat which 
prevailed throughout the summer. It is to be noted, however, that 
makers of good-quality boots were kept tolerably busy, and that the 
poor market conditions were felt principally by makers of lower-grade 
footwear. The boot and shoe industry was responsible during the 
year for a large number of failures and bankruptcies. The credit 
system has, however, developed in such a way as to render it 
-absolutely essential to introduce reforms. There is no doubt that 
where credit is lightly extended many unscrupulous traders live for 
years on their creditors. Furthermore, the practice on the part of 
many banks of encouraging the assignment of book debts has been 
felt for some years to be very detrimental to trade. Skins and hides 
fetched good prices practically during the whole twelve months.

The Chambers will be designated 
“Jocal ” and “ provincial,” and those which are represented by shipping 
interests will be called ‘‘ Chambers of Commerce, Industry and Navi- 
gation.” Under the new rules, the Chambers will act as consulting 
bodies to the Public Administrative departments, and will be entitled 
to be heard on questions relating to commercial treaties, tariff alter- 
ations, railway rates, and industrial and financial affairs generally. 
They will also propose to the Government any reforms which they 
consider expedient for the development of Spanish trade both at home 
and abroad, the prosecution of offenders against commercial interests, 
the establishment of labour exchanges, exhibitions, commercial 
museums, and so forth, Hach Chamber may be composed of not less 
than 10 and not more than 40 members. Chambers are to be formed 
at once in Madrid, Oviedo, Bilbao, and Barcelona, as well as at Ceuta, 
Melilla and Fernando Po. (X. 5,406.)

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).
